sis, "are so similar to those of other 
diseases that it is difficult to dis­ 
cern its presence until it us in an 
advanced stage 
Some authorities 
believe there are I,OOO persons who 
have the disease each year to one in 
whom it is diagnosed as such ’’ 
Dr Oudakunst said there is “no 
real reason” for closing swimming
